We will endeavour 
to aniwer thefe Objections. | 
The Art of Exchangers, or Management upon the 
Exchange, can confift in nothing elfe than the Offer- 
ing Bills upon Tetms advantageous to Remirters. This 
is the only Way to fupport the Ptice of Exchange 
But this, far from di‘charging the Debt duc from the 
Nation, will render ic yet further indebred for the 
Overplus of the Par of the Bills. We mut alway: 
return to the Balance of the Account. 

As to the fecond Propofition, it muft be remembred, 
That the Exchange is Kivedvencsheved to us, only be- 
caufe we are Debtors; and we muft continu: fo till 
the Debt is difcharged.
